his duc... Examine these precepts 
of law carefully and you will 
make the strange discovery that 
the same precepts are also the 
three preeepta of commerce, 
Not Measured by Volime, 

It is not the volume of legat 
work nor yet the ‘increase in 
commercial statistics that will 
mark out the success or faiture 
of your endenvours, If we were 
working in steel, a quantity test 
might sbe useful, but we are 
working in the living material of 
luunan behaviour, That being 
so, our common aim in ench of 
sour communities will be to see 
thnt no innovation js imposed 
which will, in the circumstances, 
deprive a man of an advantage 
already hia, or stand between him 
and what is his due. 

It is a general truth, both for 
law and commerce, that those in- 
stitutions have a certain fitness 
for a community which have 
grown up with it. This was one 
of the standing assertions of the 
English Judges with reference to 
the English common Inw. The 
damage, they were wont to say, 
was done by acts of Parliament—. 
passed in the dead of night— 
statutes “many times ‘on a sud- 
den penned or corrected by men 
of none, or very little, judgment 
in law." But chanyves must come, 
and changes must in due course 
be welcomed. What we must as- 
sure ourselves is that any pro- 
posed change is correlative with 
some change of need in the social 
organism and is not on chnnge 
made from reattessneas or fidgeti- 
ness or for n sectional advantage,

A new and more ‘insidious at- 
tack is being made nowadays 
upon the common law of different 
countries.

Cold Douche on Bathing Beaches. 


S the vanguard of commentators and critics, editorially speak- 
ing, of the Govérnment’s policy this Summér bn public bathing’ 
beaches, we have no reluctance in reverting to the subject to-day. 
We would have been most pleased to have been afforded an 
opportunity to retract what was written in this column last Sunday, 
but most unfortunately that opportunity has been denied to us. 
Rather have the further disclosures during the week strengthened 
the opposition to the Government, whose solitary spokésman has 
not only evaded the challenge to produce facts and figures in sup- 
port of the assertion of there being a considerable decrease in public 
patronuge of the public bathing beaches, but inferentially em- 
phasised that the concern of the authoritics for the welfare of the 
lower and middle classes of the community during the Summer 
months is conspicuous by its.absence, And that in spite of a public 
declaration by a former Colonial Secretary that public health was 
iu question of grave moment to the Government. 

There is nothing more likely during the hot Summer months 
to assist public health than facilities for bathing and swimming, 
which are as essential as is vaccination claimed to be by the medical 
profession in the case of smallpox, and as clean limewashed premises 
are declared by the Sanitary Bonrd to be imperative in keeping 
down disease and epidemics. In regard to’ smallpox the Goyern- 
ment might us well issue n decree that every inhabitant must be 
vaccinated once # year and then render that decree nugatory by 
wilfully ensuring that no supplies of’ lymph are available.’ It 
might insist that, every resident must subscribe to the Government 
Gazette and then suspend publication thereof sine die, In like 
manner it pathetically declares that “the Government does hot 
intend to ‘close the public buthing beaches” and that “these are 
available for anyone who likes to apply in the usual way for the 
erection of a matshed.” What a cammentary on the “Govern- 
meat’s grave concern for the public health.” What o commen- 
tary on its sense of justice to every section of the community— 
those who can afford in these hard times to erect a matshed and 
those—by far the great majority—who cannot and never will. 
That great majority this Summer’ must, therefore, mako up their 
minds to go without the “luxury” of swimming or bathing at the 
public bathing beaches. 

We ‘stated a week mgo that this matter was ono that might 
exercise the minds of the variaua Residents’ Associations; but so 
far nothing has een-publicly disclosed 28 to any action conitem- 
plated or already taken by any. of these bodies. The date of the 
official opening of the public bathing beaches in former years will 
soon be upon us. If the slightest hope exists of impressing on the 
Government the error of its ways no time should bo lost in making 
joint representations in the interests of. tho residents, of every 
part of the Colony, |

Secondary Circuit. 

Over the primary winding of the 
armature ia wound a secondary 
winding, This is made up of 4 
yery large number of turns of fine 
wire. The beginning of the 
secondary winding is connected to 
the end of the primary winding, 
and since one end of the primary 
winding ia carthed the secondary 
is also earthed through, the 
primary. The end of the second- 
ary winding leads to an insulated 
contact ring which is fastened to 
the armature. This is called tho 
“collector ring” or “slip ring.” 
Resting on that ring js a carbon 
brush, This is fitted into no tor- 
minal, which in rigidly fixed to the 
frame of the magneto (though In- 
ulated from ft), and from the 
upper end of this terminal connec- 
tion is taken to tho contre of the 
distributor panel by means of a 
rod of metal known as a “pencil.” 
Instde tho distributor panel a car- 
bon brush is made to revolve, being 
fixed to a toothed wheel, which is 
In mesh with another toothed wheel 
nttached to" the armature. As the 
brush revolves ‘one edge of it is in 
continual contact with’ the centre 
plate of the distributor panel and 
its other edge touches four other 
terminala (in the case of a! four-

In order to protect the in- 
rulation of the armature and all 
other parts from injury duo to ex- 
cessive voltage, a safoty-spark gap 
in provided to permit the passage 
of the current to ground without 
injury. The current will pass 
across the snfety-spark gap in case 
tn high-tension cable is disconnect- 
ed, ifthe spark plug js too great, 
or if for any other reason the 
apark-plug gap or distributer cir- 
cult Is open. 


Ignition Switch. 

It is necessary to be able to atop 
the magneto from ~ producing 
sparks when it Is desired to stop 
the engine. To this ond a strip of 
metal !s taken from a terminal set 
into the cover of the circult- 
breaker and made to rest on the 
screw which connects tho primary 
winding to the circuit breakor. 
From the samo terminal a wire ie 
taken to tho awitch, and whon the 
engine is running this awitch {a 
open, and the primary current 
passes through the make and break 
pointa. When it is desired to atop 
tho engine the awitc. is put into 
the “off” position and the switch 
becomes closed, so that the centre 
contact of the make and break is 
now connected to earth and even 
though the points open, tho cur- 
rent doca not collapse in tho 
primary winding because an alter- 
native circuit exists.

“At the moment vigorous and 
praiseworthy efforts are being 
made in the trade to shorten the 
dgend season and avoid, in some 
mensure,'the Easter rush by on- 
couraging riders to buy carly. The 
movement js one with which we 
have the fullest sympathy; carly 
buying allows the trade to operate 
more cconomically and thua offer 
us atill keener ‘prices, and to 
buyers of new and 
machines olike“it affords the op- 
portunity to become thoroughly 
conversant with their motor cycles 
before the Easter holiday.”

it? Thore js no end to posstble 
enquiries, .

| Mr, Justice Lindscll, in reply, said! 


that it seemed to him that ono of 
the greatest penaltics of mid- 
die age, in fact its  chiot 
‘tragedy, was that, it  tendod 
more to lose touch with youth and 
tho {deals of youth, Youth had 
sometimes been called the awkward 
ago. Ho thought that perhaps the 
forties ‘might be even moro awk- 
ward, Speaking for himaclf, who 
had arrived at that age, he would 
lke to say how pleasant a thing It 
was to himself and his like to get 
into touch with youth, and to catch 
a fleeting glimpse of days that were 
gone, 

Mr, Lindsell mentioned a story 
concerning Cecil Rhodes, who, whon 
asked by Queen Victoria how he had 
been engaged during the day, re- 
plied that he had been engaged upon 
‘enlarging Her Majesty'a Dominions. 
“Thls Society igs enlarging fellow 
ahip and good-will not only in this 
Colony, but internationally; and alsq 
tho fellowship and goodwill as be- 
tween youth and middle age,” Mr. 
Lindsell concluded.

Profesaor L. T. Ride, in propos- 
Ing the toast of “The Society,” said 
that he was glad to seo that the 
University of Hong Kong had kept 
gome of the best features that facul- 
tics Hked-to think were best. Unl- 
versity fe was dependant upon tho 
lecture room, the playground, and 
its learned gocletles. In the lecture 
room the faculty held the influence, 
but the ctudents themselves wero 
responsible for the playground and 
the eocictics.

President's Reply. 

The President, In reply, referred 
to the difficulties experlenced dur- 
ing tho past year, Tho departure 
vf Professor Hinton and Mr. George 
Keeton had been a serious loss. 
But for the hard and untiring 
efforts of Professor Robertson, to 
whom hearty thanks were due, tho 
diMcultics might have been inauper- 
able. z 
The Society had also got rid of 
{ts burden of debt, largely duc to 
the careful administration of Mr. 
Wong Sicw-leng. (Applause), 

The speaker then reviowed. the 
commercial conditions and monetary 
policy both in , Europe and China, 
during tho year 1930. Deallng In 
particular with Europe, he quoted 
tho Economist as stating that prices 
will riao again and wages fall. 

As regards the silver problem in 
China, various palliatives had beon 
advanced, but not one was likely to 
be accepted. He thought that, 5° 
for as Hong Kong was concerned, 
it would only enjoy comparative 
etabllity by exchanging the present 
silver eyatem for one of gold. . 

Professor Robertson concluded 
the evening by a briof exposition of 
the objects of tha Soctcty. ;
